Montos 
replaces the notorious bandit 
Joseph Frank lin Bent, captur­ 
ed at Texas City, Tex., Aug. 29. 
The rapid ‘turnover of des­ 
peradoes on the “most wanted” 
list is indicated by the fact that 
since International News Serv­ 
ice began its continuing series 
on the top fugitives a little 
over two years ago, 23 have 
been captured and another was 
k illed in a gun duel with police. 
One vacancy remains on the 
roster of America’s most dan­ 
gerous criminals. The FBI will 
fill it tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 — (INS) — 
The FBI today enrolled on the grim 
roster of its “ten most wanted” 
fugitives the name of Nick George 
( Little Nick ) Montos, a cold-blood­ 
ed criminal with a mania for 
mitting the “perfect crime.” 
Montos’ 
ugly 
back ground 
in­ 
cludes 
numerous 
forays 
which 
might merit some such description, 
but the offense for which he is now 
wanted was a cheap and vicious bit 
of banditry. 
According to the FBI, Montos has 
been identified as the leader of a 
trio of armed hoodlums who on 
Aug. 11, 1951, near Alma. Ga., bru­ 
tally beat and maltreated a 74-year- 
old man and his 65-year-old sister 
and robbed them of $1,000. In Geor­ 
gia. the offense is punishable by 
death. 
The FBI says the Georgia crime 
was merely another incident in a 
career Of lawlessness the 35-year- 
old Montos has pursued since he 
was a wayward child in Tampa, 
Fla., where his first arrest occurred 
in 1930. 
In the intervening years, “Little 
Nick ” has served prison sentences 
in Florida and Alabama, mark ed by 
daring escapes, including a break 
from the county road gang in Birm­ 
ingham. 
During his periods of freedom, 
Montos developed an astonishing 
facility as a safe-craek er, which 
brought him high renown in the 
underworld, particularly In Chi­ 
cago, which has been one of his 
favorite hideouts. 
The FBI observes: “Associates 
have related that Montos has a ‘big- 
« hnt ’ onm nl pv onnnl pd w i t h « upr - 
sonal mania for safe burglary and 
that he jealously seek s to protect 
his reputation as an ‘expert safe­ 
crack er’.”

At about midnight on Thursday 
a fire of unknown origin destroy­ 
ed the barns and other outbuildings 
on the farm on the upper end of

More 
often than not it ha> I teen char­ 
acteristic of artists to paint as 
they thought Ix'st—not as the 
public might have lieen expected 
to want them to paint. And lo ­ 
calise they insisted on creating 
what they considered beautiful, 
instead of following some estab­ 
lished formula, the world'has a 
far richer gallery of masterpieces 
than the greatest genius could 
login to imagine. 
Actually, the truly great artist 
is usually far ahead of fii-, fellow 
artists as well as average citizens 
who cannot see anything in bim. 
That was trite of Haul Cezanne, 
who is now spoken of as the last 
of the great old masters and first 
of the new. 
It was ynly toward the dose of 
a long life s'jtcnt at the easel that 
he won even a little recognition. 
Fame came years after hi> death 
in 1906. 
Arthur R. Young, professor of 
fine arts at Columbia, recalls an 
ironic anecdote. He says that 
Whistler, in the heyday of his 
fame, passed an art store in Paris. 
He looked at the pictures, then 
turned to his companion and said : 
“When painting falR as low as 
this, something ought to In* done 
about it.** 
Tile canvases, of course, were 
Cezanne’s. 
If the talented and successful 
Whistler could not sec the beauty 
iii a Cezanne, perhaps ordinary 
imxlems can lie forgiven for not 
cheering a work by Joan Miro, 
Stuart Davis or Piet Mondrian.
